In his appearance he represent­ 
ed the m ilitary side of dem ocracy 
at 
it* best: 
He 
was 
a 
w arm , 
earnest, smiling man. On the m ost 
solemn occasions he seem ed 
as 
friendly and fam iliar as the man 
next door. 
But by the very nature of his 
m ilitary life; and of the position of 
a m ilitary m an in a republic, there 
was always someone above him to 
give final approval, or the final 
order, for a decision he m ade. 
No. I Man Now 
When he was a lieutenant, it was 
the captain; when he was a gen­ 
eral or chief of staff, it was the 
President. Someone until now al­ 
ways stood between him and the 


final critical judgm ent of history 
on whatever he did. 
That is no longer true. After noon 
today, as new head of the govern­ 
m ent. he becam e responsible for 
leadership 
in 
problems 
greater 
than any he ever knew as head of 
arm ies, grea 
as they were. 
With the presidency he assum es 
leadership for roughly half the peo­ 
ple on earth because this country 
has undertaken leadership for that 
part of mankind which lies outside 
communism. 
President T r u m a n 
laid 
the 
groundwork 
for 
that 
leadership. 
But it was only a beginning 
It 
will be up to Eisenhower to use 
whRt has already been done and 
improve upon it. 
These next four years may be 
the turning point, one way or the 
other, in the struggle with com ­ 
munism. So the future of mankind 
maycfepend 
upon his ability, his 
vision and his decisions. 
He didn’t have to take the presi­ 
dency. 
He 
could 
have 
stopped 
where he 
was, 
know-ing history 
would always deal with him m ost 
kindly. He cannot now be sure of 
that in his new assignm ent. 
If he succeeds, he will have an 
even more honored place in his­ 
tory. If he fails —. Only tim e could 
m easure the degree and the con­ 
sequences of his failure. 
It speaks well for his confidence 
in himself, and the confidence of 
his countrym en in him. that here, 
almost ai the beginning of hia old 
age, he is willing to undertake 
what is, in effect, a new life.

BALTIMORE P —Three scientists 
say they have learned what causes 
billions of gallons of acid which 
seep from soft coal mines Into 
rivers every y ear. 
They also think they may have 
found a way of preventing this 
costly pollution, which has puzzled 
investigators for decades. 
The three a re Dr. Charles D. 
Renn, Dr. W alter A. Patrick and 
Floyd W. McCollum, all of the 
Johns Hopkins University. 
They said the chief villain in 
the problem is pyrite, known com ­ 
monly as “ fool’s gold” and chem i­ 
cally as iron disulfide. 
Forms An Acid 
United with air and water in a 
laboratory, it rem ains pretty m ucn 
the same. 
But combine 
it with air and 
water in a soft coal mine and you 
get sulphuric acid which corrodes 
water system s, power plant equip­ 
ment and bridges. It drives fish 
downstream and m akes water use­ 
less to industry or expensive to 
treat. 
The Johns Hopkins team found 
that a com m on chem ical in coal 
mines m ake possible the formation 
of sulphuric acid with pyrite, air 
and water. 
The said they also found that this 
chemical union can be prevented 
—at least, in the laboratory—by 
treating the pyrite with still an ­ 
other chem ical.

Hardcastle said: 
“During the last few years we 
have seen in this country the great­ 
est and most n p id expansion of the 
size and power of our government 
th at has ever been recorded. Today 
our federal government is the big­ 
gest spender, the biggest employer, 
and the biggest debtor in the world. 
It arbitrates strikes, sets tariffs, op­ 
erates railroads, builds dams, owns 
huge chunks of real estate, and is 
actively engaged in over IOO lines 
of businesses. 
“Statem ents made by our fore­ 
fathers have been put on shelves for 
m onth and rust to corrupt. It was 
Thomas Jefferson who said, ‘I place 
economy among the first and mast 
imfk>rtant virtues, and public debt 
as the greatest of dangers to be 
feared. . . . If we can prevent the 
government from wasting the labors 
of the people under the pretext of 
caring for them .’ 
“This change In our government 
has taken place during a period 
when a national poll tells us th at 
only two persons in IO tvere dis­ 
cussing public issues and only one 
in IO was writing once a year to 
a public official. In 1948 W’e voted 
52 per cent and by 1950 this had 
dropped to a low of 42 per oent. It 
was Henry Ward Beecher who re­ 
marked th at there w’ould be no 
liberty among people who knew not 
how to govern themselves. 
‘We shall never find good govern­
